The following remarkable collection comprises works of the famons English 
composers of a most interesting period in English mnsical history. No similar 
assemblage of Madrigalia has appeared for many years. Elizabethan verse is rare, bnt 
in conjunction with Elizabethan music, if for no other reason than the continual 
handling of the voice parts and the necessity for scattering them, it is very much rarer. 
The same difficulties existed in 1600 as those which assail the librarians of the most 
modern choirs. 

A collection as that now offered is a precious heritage from those great musicians— 
William Byrd, Michael Este, Thomas Morley, John Wilbye, and the rest—of whose work 
' Burney writes :— 

“ In speaking of choral music during the long and prosperous reign of Queen Elizabeth , 
our nation's honour seems to require a more diffuse detail than at any other time: for perhaps 
toe never had so just a claim to equality with the rest of Europe , where music was the most 
successfully cultivated , as at this period .” 

Included in the collection is the first set of madrigals of the famous Orlando Gibbons, 
44 the English Palestrina.”

An extremely interesting and cnrious book, of great rarity. Its value and interest 
lie not so much in the theoretical portion, which was an unsuccessful attempt to revive 
an obsolete and intricate method, as in the collection of twenty songs, with the music, 
which occupy the latter half of the volume. They comprise compositions by John 
Bennet, one of the best composers of madrigals of the Elizabethan period, Ravenscroft 
himself, and Edward Peirs (or Pearce). Eight were reprinted by the Roxburghe Club 
in Selections from the Works of Thomas Ravenscroft. 1822.

No complete or in any way adequate translation, either in verse or prose, of the 
greatest of Persian lyrists has before appeared ; and this is somewhat remarkable, os 
Hafiz is considered, bj those who are best qualified to judge, worthy to rank among the 
sovereign poets of the world. The reason was, however, sufficiently evident; the 
extreme difficulty of the task and the rarity of the peculiar qualitications requisite for 
the successful reproduction in English of bo subtle and characteristic a work.
